^^ONTAIN the plan of the principal floor of this magnificent houfe, part of 
which only is executed 5 the rooms throughout are twenty feet high j the 
principal entrance was to have been on the fouth fide by an arcade, for the conveni- 
ence of carriages drawing up under cover, which is marked a \ from this arcade you 
were to have afcended by fix fteps to a hall, or veftibule, marked b 5 then into a 
circular tribune intended for a waiting room for fervants, marked c ; thence into an 
Egyptian hall, defigned for public entertainments, marked d $ this hall was to have 
ha4 communication with the great ftaircafe in the north fide of the houfe, which is 
the part already ere&ed. On the right hand, and on the left, of the veftibule before 
mentioned, were intended two ftate apartments 5 you were to have entered that on 
the left by an anti-chamber, marked e 5 and, palling forward, into a drefling room, 
marked f ; then into a ftate bed chamber, fupported by a peryftyle of eight marble 
columns, marked g ; on the right was to have been another drefling room, marked h, 
making part of the weft fide ; and proceeding forward you were to have entered a 
ftately drawing room, one hundred and thirty feet long, varying in width, and in- 
tended for mufical entertainments, dancing, &c. marked i, i. i. at the end of which was 
to have been another anti-room for the performers to attend in, marked k, and ad- 
joining to the north weft pavilion of the houfe. On the right hand of the before men- 
tioned hall, or veftibule, % was to have been another ftate apartment, marked 1, m, n, 
and o, which was to have communicated with one of the two apartments intended 
to have been built on the eaft fide of the houfe, and are marked p, q, r, s, t, and u. 

In the centre of thefe laft mentioned apartments was intended a waiting room com-

mon to both, marked w. Upon the right hand fide of the circular tribune, marked 
c, was to have been the principal ftaircafe leading to the chamber floor, marked x,

On approaching the north front of this houfe you pafs two large courts ; the firft 

of thefe courts was built by the noble Duke Thomas, brother to the late Duke, 
containing ftabling and large offices for every domeftic purpofe ; from whence you pafs 
into the treat north court, divided from the office court, on the eaft fide, by a (lately 
wail ; a plate of which is given in its proper place. Thence you enter the houfe 
by afeending fix fteps, and pafling into a veftibule, marked a, ftraight forward is a 
large ftaircafe, marked b, painted in chiaro obfeuro, with emblematical fubjecls ex- 
preflive of the Arts and Sciences, and ferves alfo to unite (by means of the Egyptian 
hall) this north and the intended feuth fides of the houfe. Returning to the veftibule, 
from the left hand thereof, you enter an anti-chamber, marked c ; then a drawing room, 
marked d ; and, proceeding forward, the dining room, marked e ; at the back whereof 
is a ftaircafe, marked f, which ferves as a paflage leading to the offices of the houfe ; 
beyond that paflage is the fteward’s dining parlour, marked g, making a part of 
the intended eaft fide of the houfe. Up on the right hand of the veftibule are two 
complete apartments for vifitors, marked with the letters h, i, k, 1, m, n, and o, to- 
gether with ileeping rooms for their fervants. At the back of thefe apartments in 
this front are two rooms lighted from the courts ; that on the left is ufed as a 
breakfafting room, marked p ; and in the other, marked q, Hands a billiard table 5 
which completes the whole plan of the principal floor. 

PLATES III. IV. 

Contain the plan of the chamber floor. On the intended fouth fide of the houfe 
yon were to have afanded this floor by mean, of the greSt ftaircafe ; and, pafling 
through the gallery of ,he circular tribune, you were to have entered a fpacious

of the tribune was intended a fmall femi-circular room, marked s, for upper firvants 
to wait in ; and on the eaft of the great ftaireafe was intended a larger waiting 
room, marked t. You afcend from the ground floor on the north fide of the houfe 
by means of the great painted ftaircafe, and being landed on the chamber floor, you’ 
enter the anti-chamber, marked a. The rooms upon the eaft fide of the faid anti- 
chamber, marked b, c, d, e, f, g, h, and i, were occupied by their Graces and their 
attendants; and the rooms upon the weft fide of this anti-chamber, marked k, 1, m , 
P> q, r, s, t, and u, afford three complete apartments ; and finilh this floor. ' 

PLATES V. VI. 

Contain the plan of the attick floor, to which you were to afcend, on the fouth 

fide, by means of two ftaircafes, marked a and b; and on the north fide by two 

Other ftaircafes placed in the internal angles, marked c,c; and on the eaft fide by 

a ftaircafe, marked d. The rooms on the eaft fide of this floor are divided nearly in 

the fame manner as thofe underneath, and Were intended for familiar friends, with 

finall fleeping rooms behind for their fervants. Thofe in the north front are wed 

for perfons attending on bufinefs, as are thofe which are in the pavilions; and are 

all of them 13 feet high. There are alfo two other fmall ftaircafes in the angles 

of the north eaft and north weft pavilions, leading to the chambers contained in die 

upper part of the pavilions, and are marked e, e. The two other ftaircafes, marked 

f, f, were to have lead into the upper chambers of the pavilions of the intended fouth 
fide of the houfe. — *

N. B. There are no rooms over the library, nor over thofe that are in the 

intermediate parts of the fouth front ; the rooms in the chamber floor including in 
their height thofe of the attick.

This front feces a very beautiful lawn, through which runs at prefent a final! 

limpid rivulet intended to have been greatly enlarged ; and acrofs which their Graces 

intended to have erected a ftone bridge leading to the houfe. 

The foil on which it ftands is a warm gravel ; and the valley below is a very 

rich foil which produces a beautiful verdure. 

The fite of this houfe is upon a fine gentle fwell of ground, furrounded at various 
diftances with yet more noble eminences ; the views from this fpot are every where 
fvxmrifiillv terminated by large plantations, through which are fine fheltered rides, 


every where mafked from the barren parts of the foreft of Sherwood, except in 
places where the diftant view is advantageoufly admitted, to enlarge the feene, and 
to clofe the horizon with pi&urefque tafte. 


PLATES IX. X. 

Shew the intended weft front; the north weft pavilion whereof is only built 
The fculpture in the pediment reprefents the conflict of Hercules ; the ftatues on the 
pediment are Jupiter , Minerva , and Apollo. 

N. B. The recefles ranging jwith the attick windows were intended to be filled 
with emblematical fculptures, reprefenting the Arts, of which their Graces were real 
patrons. 

This front faces a beautiful lawn, extenfive fhrubberies, and lofty plantations, in 
which there is the largeft circular bowling-green the author ever faw. 


PLATES XI. XII. 

Thefe plates fhew the prefent north front of this magnificent houfe, and is the 
y complete front hitherto erected. At the eaft end of this front is fhewn, by the 
letter a, the commencement of the return angle of the fereen wall which divides this 
great north court from the office or outward court, built by the Noble Duke Thomas. 
maments executed in this front are the invention of that moft extraordinary 
y e Duchefs of Norfolk. The alto relievo in the pediment was fketched

The left hand fide Ihews a profile of the arcade or fouthern entrance, the veftibule, 
the tribune, the Egyptian hall, from thence into the great ftaircafe, and from thence 
into the north veftibule. 

PLATES XV. XVI. 

Exhibit the fereen wall dividing the office court from the great court. The 
colonnade (at the end of this wall) is raifed higher than the other parts, to cover part 
of the offices in the firft court built by the noble Duke ^Thomas, You enter this court 
under a triumphal arch ; upon which was intended, by the Dutchefs, to be placed 
&n equeftrian ftatue of the Earl of Surrey, one of the great ancellors of this noble 
family, and commander in chief of the army at the famous battle of Flodden Field, 
where the Scotch King, James the Fourth, was fuppofed to be flain, as he was not 
found after the battle, and his army was entirely defeated. A reprefentation of that 
memorable a&ion was intended to be preferved by the alto relievo in the pannel 
cf the pedeftal upon which the equeftrian ftatue was intended to be placed. A 
fimilar wall to this was intended alfo to be erected upon the weft fide, to fereen the 
pleafure gardens from the great north court. 

The whole of this building is compofed of a beautiful hard white free-ftone, raifed 
near the fpot upon which the houfe is fituated ; the foundation ftone of which was 
laid on the 25th of March, 1763, and it was completely covered in before the end of 
July, 1 764 : but alas ! the calamitous deaths of the Honourable Thomas Howard, 
and of the HonourabrcsFdward Howard, Tons of the Honourable Philip Howard, broo- 
dier to the late Duke, and the then advanced age of the Duke, could not fail to fhock 
the ufual and almoft invincible fortitude of the good Dutchefs ; ffie vifibly declined, 
and foon after it pleafed Almighty God to call her Grace to his heavenly manfion, 
there, no doubt, to reward her for her well-fpent life ; a life conftantiy employed 
in promoting the good of mankind, in alleviating the miferies cf the poor, and fup* 
porting the amiable dignity of this branch of the family of the Howards, Her 
Grace's memory is, and ever will be, gratefully imprefled on the mind of the author ; 
whofe higheft pride it is to have had the honour of fo rare patrons as the late Duk§

Contain the plan of the principal floor, to which you afeend, by a convenient 
(though not large) ftaircafe, into a noble hall 33 feet high, coved one-fourth, marked 
a, occaiionally ufed as a dining room ; turning to the eaft, you enter a handfome 
anti-chamber, 17 feet high, marked b; then a drawing room, 27 feet high, 
marked c, which, with the rooms marked d, d, d, make together a complete apart- 
ment, and are ufed by Lord and Lady Petre. From the drawing room you pafs 
into a library, marked e, well known to be furnifhed with a large col left ion of 
choice books : this library opens into the tribune of the chapel, marked alfo e. 
Turning to the weft fide of the hall, you enter the common dining room, marked f. 
At the end of this dining room is an apartment marked g, g, g, From the hall, 
firft mentioned, you pafs into a fpacious faloon, marked h, 33 feet high, alfo coved 
one-fourth. Straight forward leads into a noble portico of the Corinthian order. 
At the weft end of this faloon is another apartment, marked i, i, i, which completes 
this floor, the rooms whereof are in general 17 feet high. 

PLATE XXL 

Shews the mizzetti, or middle ftory, in which are comprifed twelve very good 
rooms, 8 feet high, ferving for wardrobes, bed chambers, &c. placing ladies maids 
and valet de chambres near the refpe&ive apartments of their ladies and matters. 

PLATES XXII. XXIII. 

Exhibit the Attick floor of this houfe, which contains a number of very good bed 
chambers, &c. 13 feet high; the rooms over the hall and over the faloon are 9 
feet high. 

There are Atticks ovfe*fhe eaft and weft wings, which afford an ample number 
of bed rooms for the domeftick fervants.

The Author was employed to make the plans for this magnificent manfion m 
the year 1761, and the foundations were foon after accordingly laid. Great pre- 
parations of every kind of materials were made for carrying on the buildings with 
all poflible difpatch ; but, very unfortunately for the Author, the feveral works in 
which he was then engaged, in diftant and different parts of the kingdom, obliged 
him to requeft his Lordfhip’s leave to difcontinue the carrying on the faid building ; 
which having obtained, the noble owner placed this great work in the hands of thofe 
able and ingenious artifts, Meffrs. Robert and James Adams ; who made feveral 
alterations in the Author's plans, as appears by thofe publifhed in the fourth 
volume of the Vitruvius Britannicus ; and the whole was carried cn under their 
dire&ion. 


Kedlefton-houfe is fituated on a rifing ground in the middle of an extenfive and 

beautiful park, commanding pleaflng views every way ; the approach is through a 

wood of antient oaks of an uncommon fize ; from which you crofs a fpacious lawn, 

and palling the water by an elegant ftone bridge of three arches, a gentle afcent 
leads to the houfe.

The noble owner of this houfe has fpared no expence in the finiftiing and per- 
fectly compleating every part of it. 

The rooms upon the principal floor have elegant marble chimney pieces, and 
the cielmgs of the principal rooms are highly finilhed with ftucco, as are alfo the 
fides of the dining room ; the falon is hung with an exceeding rich flowered da- 
mafi; ; the chimney-piece is elegant ; the cornice is fupported with carriatides, and 
has a beautiful freize, reprefenting a facrifice, in the manner of the Ancients, and 
ele^ .nt o. naments ; the whole is executed in ftatuary marble, beautifully in- 
laid with wd antique. The pannels cf the cove and cielin<rs are filled with hifto- 
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neat and emblematical paintings of the late ingenious Mr. John Mortimer ; the 

p:ers and Tides of this room are furniflred with large fuperb glaflbs, and rich pendant 

luftres ; and the remainder of the furniture is perfectly fuitable to that here de- 
feribed. 


Brocket Hail is fo well known to every traveller on the Great North Road, that it is 
unnecelfary to deferibe the beauties of the country in which it is fituated. A little 
beyond the a 2d mile-ftone, from London, you enter the firft lawn by a mate facincr 
the road 5 after which you enter the park by an iron gate between two arches, ter- 
minated by two handfome lodges. Advancing forwards you proceed to the edge of 
the heights, gently doping down to a beautiful valley, through which pafles a 
Ipacious cryftal ftream. Having arrived at the bottom of the defeent, the 
road advances towards an elegant bridge of three arches, built of Portland done, 
acrofs the River Lee, (a plate of which bridge is given in this work) ; which having 
pafled, you gently afeend the height of the lawn, whereon the houfe is fituated, upon 
the edge of a fine Hope, inclining on one fide to the river before mentioned, and on 
the other to another valley behind the houfe. Upon the rife of the laft mentioned 
Hope are built the ftables ; beyond which are extenfive kitchen gardens ; and near 
to them are built the dairies, laundries, brewhoufes, and feveral other neceflary 
offices, fheltered by beautiful ffirubberies, fpreading along the fide of the river, and 
leading to the extream bounds of the park, over which is built another bridge to 
repafs the river without returning to the bridge firft mentioned.

RICHMOND BRIDGE. 
PLATES LXXXII. LXXXIII. 


£^HEW the plans and elevation of the Bridge built acrofs the River Thames from 
Richmond, in Surrey, to the oppofite fnore in Middlefex, under the direction of 
the Author and Kenton Coule, Efq; Secretary to his Majefty’s Board of Works. 

The right hand fide of this plan defcribes the foundation of the refpective piers 
as they are built in the River ; the cavities in the abutment are contrived to leften 
the expence, by reducing the quantity of the materials. 


The left hand fide {hews the plan upon the carriage-way of the Bridge, together 
with the plan of the Tcll-houfes. The upper part fhews the elevation of the 
Facade as it is built, except that the Toll-houfe on the Surrey fide of the Bridge 
onlv is executed.

This Bridge is built of two different forts of (lone : the balluftrade cornice, facias, 
the facings of the arches, rufticks, &c. dec. are built of Portland Rone, and the 
reft of an excellent hard ftonc from Swsr.nge in Dorfetfifire. which is very fit for 
all aquatick buildings.

Melbourn, in the park of Brockett-Hall, in Hertfordshire. 

This bridge is built of well-chofen Portland ftone, and the ft ream well deferved 
the niceft attention to accompany its limpid ftveetnefs. The beauties of the valley 
through which it pafles, as well as the improvements his Lordfhip has made in the 
park, are fo univerfally known and approved, that any comment the Author could 
beftow upon them would be impertinent.

Exhibits the plan and elevation of a ftone bridge built for the late Thoma 
Gifford, Efq; at Chillington Park, Staffordfhire. 

In this park is confeffedly one of the fineft pieces of water, within an inclofure 
that thus kingdom produces ; the verges of which are bounded by fine plantations, 
intermixed with groves of venerable ftately oaks. It is f.tuated very near dm 
memorable fpot, Bofcofcel, where King Charles the Second concealed himfclf from 
the purfuit of the rebels after the battle of Worcefter. This bridge crolfes a private 
navigation, which is ufed to bring fuel and other weighty articles to the houfe, and 
ferves as a boundary on that fide of the Park. At another neck of this beautiful 
water i, crcReJ another bridge, concealing the other extreme of the water

A NEWLY DISCOVERED 

TEMPLE AT CADACHIO, 

IN THE 

ISLAND OF CORFU. 


The measurements and drawings of this interesting temple were taken at Corfu, in the spring of the 
year 1825, while waiting for an opportunity of proceeding to Greece on a professional tour. The 
engineers were then engaged in excavating the temple at Cadachio, which had, since its discovery in 
the year 1822, been again buried by the action of the springs from Mount Ascension. 

Returning to England at the close of the year 1827, and finding that no detailed drawings had 
hitherto been given of it, the present plates have been submitted to the public, and it is trusted they 


will not be found uninteresting. 

The discovery of this temple was owing to the following circumstance ; the springs of Cada- 
chio, which supply our navy with water, being unusually low in the autumn of 1822, the engineers 
under the command of Colonel Whitmore were employed to ascertain the cause. While digging, a 
Doric column being discovered in situ , led to a farther excavation which brought to light the ground 
plan of the temple. The columns of the west, or the land side, were in their places ; as were also five 
on the south, and two on the north side, but in a very mutilated state. The walls of the cella, with 
the exception of two courses, have been removed; in the interior there are some curious remains of 
an altar, the rest of the building has, together with the cliff, fallen into the sea. 

The Mowing is an extract from Colonel Whitmore’s account of the ruins, who was the com- 

manding officer of engineers on the station at the time of the discovery:- ^ 

« The excavation has further brought to light several female heads and a small leg in terra.

« The temple was roofed, and covered with tiles, many of which have proper names imprest 
on them, and probably they were thoae of the chief magistrates during its construction or renovation. 
Amongst them are the following Anstomenes, Thersia, Damon, Aratea, Philonidas, Ariatodea, 
Eupolemos, and Pantheus. 

“ That the whole of these works arc of a very remote construction, is evident from the form of 
the letters impressed on the roofing tiles, and from the names themselves, one of which (Aristomeoes) 
is that of a chief magistrate, who is supposed by Mustoxidi to have existed during the Peloponnesian 
war. Another criterion may be found in the architecture, and particularly in such parts of it as are 
the purest and most consonant to early practice ; the diminution of the column is about one fourth of 
its lower diameter : there arc grooves in the hypotrachelion, the abacus is plain, and the echinus fiat 
if we may suppose the frieze to have been of the usual height, the entablature would nearly p yt tl four 
modules, and the columns as far as their deteriorated state exhibits, were a little more than elevn 
modules in height, which proportions and peculiarities agree very nearly with those of the temple of 
Theseus at Athens, which was erected about t;o years b. c. and with those of the Parthenon which 
was built about 435 years b. c. If these coincidences are, however, insufficient to prose the antiquity of 
this temple, I may probably set the matter at rest by referring to a marble existing in the Verona 

Museum; it has been translated by Mate from the original Done dialect into Latin, and by Mas- 
toxidi from the Latin into Italian.” 

The following i, the inscription alluded t„ by Colonel Whitmore, copied from Xlaflcb Me. 
seum > eronense*

“ ^ inscription commemorates the sanction of the Corcyrean Republic for the construction 
of certain public works. It details the prices or costs of tin, lead, brass, cartage, excavation, and work- 
manship, the expence of a brazen serpent, of nitre for the altar, the erection of an obelisk, and a retain- 
ing wall built by Metrodorus. By it the judges and magistrates approve what had been executed. 
They state also the renewal of the roof of the temple ; the abduction of the water courses, lest the 
force of the springs should injure the retaining wall, and although much is obliterated, intimate that 
the impetus of the flowing waters was to be diverted from the temple towards the docks and store- 
houses. Maffei supposes it further to enjoin that the cippus of a god, whose initial A only is indi- 
cated, should be carefully placed within the temple. The learned antiquarian acknowledges that the 
brazen serpent establishes his belief that the deity was ASsculapius, but the tablet does not appear to 
contain a word corresponding with cippus , or a single expression to intimate the removal of anything 
belonging to a divinity : perhaps a more natural interpretation would be, that the judges and magis- 
trates direct their decree to be inscribed in the columnar manner on the wall of Metrodorus, over 
against the temple of A. 

“ With respect to the deity, the initial and brazen serpent would equally indicate Aesculapius 
or his father Apollo. From the various opinions on that subject, I would prefer the latter, as a foun- 
tain (most probably supplied from the same sources of Mount Ascension) existed in ancient times at 
the distance of only 700 yards from the present aqueducts ; the inscription on which is now in the 
possession of the Chevalier Proselendi of Corfu. 

“ It is worthy of remark how precisely this inscription on the Verona tablet agrees with the 
works I have described. First, there is a temple placed, contrary to common practice, in a ravine, 
and subject to the injury of subterraneous waters ; secondly, a wall is built, and still remains to 
pcevent t hei r bad effects ; thirdly, the aqueducts still exist that drew the springs from the founda- 
tion ; and fourthly, the edifice contained an altar for which nitre was purchased. The ancients had 
such an imperfect knowledge of nitron or nitre, that natron is generally supposed to be that which 
Pliny»and his predecessors styled nitre, and it is equally remarkable that thealtar still exhibits, after 
the lapse of twenty-two centuries, fragments of a coating that seems to o&tjin soda in the earthy 
matter composing it.” 


PLATE I. 

GROUND PLAN OF THE TEMPLE. 

The aspect of the front of the temple, which is towards the sea, is east-south-east It Situated 
in a ravine, and is about 100 feet above the level of the sea. It lies south-east of the present town of 

Corfu, and about a mile and a half distant from it. 

The temple was hexastyle peripteral ; there was but one entrance to the temple, which was 

on the eastern side ; there were no ante to the cella wall. The number of columns in the flank is re- 
stored from conjecture. There are several examples,.both in Greece and Magna Gracia, of this 
species of temple with an equal number of columns in the dank, and also of others having double the 
number of those in front, among which the following may be enumerated ; the temples of rEgina, 

pa a. Pasture, Selinus, and rEgesta. The intercolumniation is wide, contrary to the general rule 

ot the Greeks in erecting temples in the Doric style, but this is not the only example remammg of a 
similar deviation. The portico of Philip of Macedon at Delos, and the Done temple at Gnidus, are 
instances in which they have even exceeded the diastyle. 
a. Two wells. 

« At the distance often feet from the sides of the edifice two wells, between thirty and forty 
feet in depth, were discovered. They lead to subterraneous aqueducts, about six feet m height and
